W oodruff, the 
Notorious Chicago 
Horse-Xhief, H as M ade A n­ 
other Confession.

M URDER W IL L OUT. 


T h e H orse T liief 
W oodruff’ C laim s to 
G ive A w ay th e E n tire B u sin ess. 
Chicago, June 10th.— All the previous 
“confessions” of W oodruff the horse thief, 
who has been indited for com plicity in the 
Cronin tragedy, were eclipsed this m orn­ 
ing and an entirely new story from him 
published in an extra edition of the Times. 
He contradicts andjdiscredits every state­ 
ment heretofore attributed to him and now 
appears in the role of an ex-member of the 
Canadian Militia, claim ing that he was 
trusted by Cronin's alleged murderers be­ 
cause he furnished the Fenian spies with 
valuable information during one of the 
m ilitary raids into Canada. 


X 
B IS ARRIVAL. 
W oodruff says he arrived in Chicago on 
March 26th and obtained work from A. 
Gardner on South Soutbpoit A venue, not 
far from the Carlson cottage. After three 
or four days work for Gardner, W oodruff 
was taken sick. 
H is narrative says: 
“ W ith the intention 
of going to the 
County H ospital I drifted into O'Sullivan’s 
place. 
I made up m y m ind that he was a 
Fenian, and reminded him of certain scenes 
during the Fenian raid into Canada. 
I 
went over during that raid as a volunteer 
in the Twenty-fourth Kent Battalion,whose 
headquarters were at Chatham. 
W e went 
as tar as Niagara. 
A t that tim e I was 
assigned to the Adjutant's Department and 
gave to som e 
FEN IA N SPIES 
W ho came to our camp such points as I 
learned w hile in that place. That was m y 
first connection with the Clan-na-Gael. 
“O'Sullivan told m e he would get me 
work if possible. 
From 
there I came 
down and went to work at D ean’s liverv 
stable.” 
Woodruff tells that he m et detective 
Coughlin soon after and had a drink with 
him . 
H e conveyed the impression that 
the detective knew him to be a thief and 
that he believed the detective to be a 
“fence. 
W hile w alking together they 
met Sullivan, and the latter mentioned 
Woodruff s 
request 
for 
em ploym ent. 
Coughlin quizzed W oodruff that a man in 
his line should want work. 


MEETING CALIFORNIA ACQUAINTANCES, 
W oodruff then told of m eeting early in 
April one M elville, whom he had known 
in California. 
M elville, he said, was a 
great friend of Tom Desm ond and “ Sand- 
lot ’ Kearney during the labor troubles 
there. 
M elville and Detective Conghlin were 
drinking together in a side saloon, and 
Woodruff joined 
them . 
Coughlin soon 
left, and the other two made the rounds 
of disreputable houses for a w hile, after 
which M elville took leave, saying he was 
stopping at McCoy's H otel. 
M elville gave W oodruff a sm all sum of 
m oney, and said he wanted to see him 
again. 
A few days afterward W oodruff m et 
Coughlin on the north side, talking with a 
man whom 
Woodruff calls M cDougall. 
H e claim s M cDougall told his nam e was 
now W illiam s. 
W oodruff had known M cDougall, or 
W illiam s as an old worker for the Clan-na- 
Gael. 
After a private talk between Cough­ 
lin and W illiam s, the latter took Woodruff 
to the west side and talked with him , when 
Woodruff told W illiam s he was “ busted.” 
The latter said “ W hy don't you go down 
and see A lex. Sullivan ?” 


NOT READY TO GO TO EUROPE. 
W oodruff replied that he was not ready 
to be sent to Europe. 
The pair then pro­ 
ceeded to No. 117 Clark street. 
This is the 
place where, as has been frequently pub­ 
lished, the furniture of the Carlson cottage 
was first stored. 
W illiam s would not tell W oodruff what 
he wanted him to do, but urged him a few 
days later to go over and see A lexander 
Sullivan. 
H e finally did so, and told him 
M cDougall had sent him over. 
Mr. S u lli­ 
van said : 
“ M cD ougall! Oh ! you mean 
W illiam s, don't you ?” 
W oodruff replied “ yes,” and Sullivan 
said he had nothing to sav ; that he had 
never met W oodruff before. 
Woodruff told him he was looking for a 
job, and on Sullivan asking him what kind 
of work he would like, replied : 


“ a n y t h i n g in god's world, 
If there is any m oney in it.” 
Sullivan looked at him sharply and re­ 
plied : “ I f f hear of anything for you. I’ll 
let W illiam s know of it.” 
I he next day, on the North Side, when 
in com pany with W illiam s, they m et Sul­ 
livan. 
The latter took W illiam s to one 
side and handed him som e m oney, saying, 
“ Now go and pay that rent.” 
Then seeing Woodruff, Sullivan told him 
he must not take offense at his manner on 
the previous day, as he was very busy and 
had a great m any applications for jobs. 
The 
W ednesday 
before 
the murder 
W oodruff met Coughlin, w ho asked him 
to take a note over to Sullivan. 
This note 
was in cipher, the sam e as had been used 
by the Fenians when W oodruff was at Ni- 
«ítara. 
H e looked at it and says it read: 
"Going up to P. 0 . Sullivan’s.” 
The remainder of the confession deals 
m ainly w ith the night o f the murder. 
Coughlin, so W oodruff alleges, paid him 
twenty-five dollars to bring to Lincoln 
avenue, from Dean’s livery stable, a con­ 
veyance in which the trunk could be car­ 
ried. 
Near Ashland and Lincoln avenues, 
M ellville and a man nam ed O’Shea, alias 
Mike M cDougall, joined Woodruff. 
The 
latter says this man was 


A MACHINIST OR BLACKSMITH 
From Philadelphia, but they had known 
him in W ichita, Kansas. M eilville, hesaid, 
he had also met before in Peoria, in con­ 
nection with Irish affairs. 
They drove out to the Carlson cottage, 
reaching there about 2 a. m. 
The tw o fnen 
went in. and soon after P. 0 . Sullivan, 
Melville and W illiams came out, carrying 
the trunk, which they placed in the w agon. 
Here follows a new version of the ride 
with the trunk and disposal of the body in 
the sewer. 
Woodruff now says the intention was to 
have the trunk sunk in Lake Michigan, 
but thinking they were pursued the plan 
was abandoned. 
Woodruff claims that Cronin’s instru­ 
m ent case was probably buried or thrown 
in the lake by Melville and W illiams when 
they left the wagon in the woods for a 
short tim e at the edge of the water. 
He 
does not know w hat disposition was made 
of the clothing. 
Woodruff concludes by the assertion that 
he has recently been approached by a I 
lawyer, who offered to take his case gratu- ! 
itonsly, and that this lawyer had said for ' 
him to keep strict silence, as Alex Sulli- | 
van’s attorneys would work in unison, and 
that one of Sullivan's bondsmen had agreed 
to pay for Woodruff's defense. 


TH E ONLY SIMON PURE CONFESSION. 
The climax of the whole “confession” is 
an assertion by W oodruff that all of his 
previous alleged “ confessions” are bogus, ■ 
and that this is the “ first and only state- ! 
m ent made since my arrest,"’ the intim a­ 
tion being that the other “confessions” 
were given circulation by interested per­ 
sons to create the impression that he 
( Woodruff) was a liar. 
W oodruff gave his age w hen arrested as 
26 years. The last Fenian invasion of 
Canada oomrred about 1866. This would 
m ake W oodruff about three years old 
when, according to his own story, he was a 
mem ber of the Canadian militia' and first 
became intim ate with the Fenians. 


MORE CONFLICTING YARNS. 
W oodruff was visited in the jail this 
aiternooD, and found deeply engrossed in 
the preparation of another “ confession.” 
which he says is to be much more sensa­ 
tional than anv of the preceding ones. 
He reiterated that the confession pub­ 
lished this m orning was true, bat on a 


close exam ination altered it in m any im ­ 
portant particulars. 
H e said he was only 
29 years old, but insisted that he took an 
active part in the Fenian rebellion, which 
he says occurred in 1*73. 
H is date does 
not agree with history. 
H e said he visited 
the fiats at No. 117 Clark street on April 
20th. when the fact i* the tlat was vacated 
by the mysterious stranger on March 22d. 
W oodruff's statem ent that he met M el­ 
ville on April 2d, and that the latter was 
stopping at McCoy's hotel, is met bv the 
hotel register, which shows that Me'lville 
left there March 20th. 
Vi oodruff further said, this afternoon, 
that he was with Dr. Cronin and F. 0 . Sul­ 
livan the night of and previous to the m ur­ 
der of the doctor. 
This conflicts with the m orning's confes­ 
sion, in which he says he. plaved cards all 
that evening. 
hen asked w hy he told this last story, 
alter having told so m any others. W oodruff 
replied: 
“W ell, 1 was promised the influ­ 
ence of a great paper in m y behalf." 
The police to-day dug over an acre of 
ground along the beach, near the foot of 
H igh Graceland avenue, in search for Cro­ 
n in ’s medical instrum ents, but found noth­ 
ing. 


CLEARING UP DISCREPANCIES. 
The TYmes people to-night denv that any 
improper promises were made to Woodruff. 
H e was told, they sav, that they would do 
what they could for him if he told the 
truth. 
A Time- reporter asked Woodrufi 
to explain the discrepancy in his state­ 
m ents about his age, etc. 
W oodruff ex­ 
plained that it was a proposed Fenian raid 
in 1875 that he had reference to. 
H e then 
said h ? ,ri!l be 30 years old next Friday. 
The Times to-morrow w ill publish a 
statem ent from Nick Paully, a saloon­ 
keeper 
m entioned 
in 
the' confession. 
Paully says he has been in the pay of Police 
Lieutenant 
Scheuttler for the past two 
weeks to aid in search for the murderers. 
H e says his sister told him Woodruff was 
called out of the saloon one day when he 
(Paully) was absent and paid som e m oney 
by a man whom she is satisfied is A lexan­ 
der Sullivan. 
This reveals another apparent discrep­ 
ancy in the "confession,” as Woodruff had 
it that after leaving P aully’s saloon with 
W illiam s, Sullivan m et them and paid 
m oney to W illiam s. 


TO ID E X T IF Y T H E SU SPEC T S. 
N ew Y ork, June 16th.—Chicago detect­ 
ives who are to identify the Maroney and 
McDonald suspects in the Cronin case ar­ 
rived this m orning. 
Their request to see 
the prisoners was refused on the ground 
that it could not be allow ed without an 
order from the District Attorney. 
It was 
announced later that the detectives would 
appear at the Tombs to-morrow m orning 
to identify their m en.

Item s from th e R eport o f th e G eo lo g ica l 
Survey o f th e U n ited State*. 
W a sh in g to n , June 16th.—The forthcom­ 
ing report cn the mineral resources of the 
United States, prepared by the Geological 
Survey, shows some very interesting facts. 
It is shown that the value of metals and 
m inerals produced during the year was as 
follows: Metals, $250,245,403; mineral sub­ 
stances, $328,914,528 ; total, $385,159,931. 
The iron product showed a decrease over 
the previous year of about $26,000,000 in 
value. 
Regarding the gold and silver output the 
report will say : 
The gold product was 
1 604,027 fitvc ounces, valued at $33,175,000. 
This is about the same as in 1887, being an 
excess of only $75,000. 
The silver product was 45,783,632]¿fine 
ounces, of the commercial value of about 
$45,600,000, and of coinage value $59,195,­ 
000. This is an increase of 4,515,327 ounces 
over the product in 1S87. In addition to 
the product o( our own mines some 10,­ 
000,000 ounces of silver were extracted in 
the United States from foreign ores and 
bullion. 
The quicksilver 
product 
was 33.250 
flasks (ot 761 pounds each) from Califor­ 
nia. 
A decline in that State of 510 flasks 
from 18$7, in spite of the very satisfacfory 
price, which averages $42 50 per tlask, m ak­ 
ing a total value of $1,413,125. 
No new 
valuable deposits were discovered in 1SSS, 
and without them it is not probable that 
the yield of quicksilver will increase. 


SLOW W O RK ON T H E CRUISERS. 


B e li.’f that tin 1 C h iu iesto n w as D am aged 
M ore tliau w as R ep o rted . 
W a sh in g to n , Ju n e 16th.—A competent 
authority on naval affairs, in the course of 
criticism upon the slowness of completion 
of the new cruisers to-day, says that the 
accident to the Charleston will delay her 
second trial at least two m onths, as it has 
become necessary to procure new slides for 
the parts damaged in the recent trial in 
Santa Barbara Channel. 
W hile the contractors look upon the ac­ 
cident as one most trivial in character and 
importance, the fact that it takes such a 
leugth of time to repair it, looks to the 
average layman as though the damage is 
more extended than was given out.

CONTENTION THE ENEMY OF IMPROVE­ 
MENT. 


There are manifestations throughout 
Uentral and Northern California of com­ 
mendable activity and praiseworthy spirit 
in the matter of local improvements. 
There is, indeed, no considerable commu­ 
nity in this section that is not more or less 
agitated by propositions aud methods to 
better community life and improve all its 
surroundings. 
In Sacramento these are 
specially notable at this time, and it is an 
excellent sign, justifying the people in 
self-gratulation 
aud in expressing tiie 
hope that the manifestations of public 
spirit w-ill not decline. Hut there are some 
phases of the condition against which we 
must be on our guard. 
We must learn 
that there is no strength whatever in 
vituperation. 
The non-progressionist is 
not to be convinced by a club, nor are men 
tu be whipped into public-spirited enter­ 
prises. 
A ll progress is voluntary, and re­ 
trogression is more generally accompanied 
by contention and wrangling than by idle­ 
ness and unthrift. 
It may be very true on 
the one hand, that a citizen is an obstacle 
to progress by the attitude he assumes 
upon public questions; but there is no in­ 
stance of record that any one of this class* 
intrenched in his right to be an obstruc­ 
tionist, was ever overcome by the hurling 
of hard names or the application of oppro­ 
brious epithets. 
It may he very true that 
another class of citizens are impulsively 
and impatiently progressive and radical in 
their views concerning public improve­ 
ment ; but sucli have never been made 
more conservative, nor encouraged in com­ 
mendable spirit by assaults upon their mo­ 
tives, or by stigmatizing them as ruthless 
assailants of the rights of others. 
It is 
always 
bad 
for 
a 
community 
when 
it 
cannot discern a path of forward 
movement 
except 
through showers of 
“mud.” 
Contention, 
we 
repeat, 
will 
not build tip, but 
certainly will retard 
and 
may 
bankrupt 
a 
community. 
If 
we cannot by business wit, the applica­ 
tion of reason, the appeals to self-interest, 
and by adroit touches of the pocket nerve, 
attain the community ends desired, we 
may as well make up our minds that we 
are to stand still. 
Let this city, at least* 
whatever others may adopt, keep its head 
clear of passion, and its tongue uncontami­ 
nated by vituperative abuse of those who 
do not happen to agree upon methods. All 
experience teaches, and for emphasis we 
repeat it, that 110 community can attain a 
high plane of development whose citizens 
adopt the method of vituperative assault 
7upon those who move, or upon those who 
‘refuse, or are not convinced that it is to 
their interest to move. 
We have never 
heard of any public improvement being 
accomplished, outside of the compulsory 
methods provided by law, by attempts to 
club men into consenting. 
We have In­ 
numerable instances of irreparable injurv 
to communities by unworthy suspicion, 
and the ascription to ¡the public-spirited 
of insincerity, selfishness and ulterior pur­ 
poses; likewise by attempts to drive men 
out of the stronghold of the right to think 
for themselves, as we have also innumer­ 
able instances of the non-progressive hav­ 
ing been confirmed in their obstinacy, and 
made immovable obstacles to community 
advancement, by the application of wrong 
remedies, or the use of ill-chosen weap­ 
onry. 
The opportunities for public im­ 
provement and community advancement 
in Sacramento are illimitable, but public 
sentiment is to lie unified, as an essential 
to action, by wit and wisdom, since it can- 


11, t be done by abuse and derision. 
There 
are some dozens of local ills that should be 
remedied, but we are convinced that thev 
will not be corrected by cursing. 


NEWSPAPER PLUCK. 


The pluck of the newspaper publisher is 
best exem plified when he is put to it to 
issue his paper cn tim e, notw ithstanding 
the destruction o f his m echanical plant. 
1 he Seattle / ’< ■<-Intelligence, the other dav 


proved to what extent the courage o f the 
publisher will carry him in order to have 
his paper appear on tim e. 
All things else 
may stop; 
the merchant take days and 
weeks to resume business; 
the artisan 
m onths to restock his shop and set up ma­ 
chinery; but the newspaper man almost 
invariably refuses to be delayed. 
It must 
!>e a calam ity like that which befell Johns- 


(ire broke out a little after 11 o’clock at 
night, and while the printers upon the 
Union were preparing the paper for the 
next morning. 
The flames spread with 
such rapidity, and were so wide in their 
sweep, that the compositors and attaches 
had time to save only a little material, 
comparatively, for the office v.'as large and 
well stocked. A solitary and very diminu­ 
tive job-press was rescued, but not in a 
condition to enable a paper to be printed 
on it in time for the next morning. 
The 
fire occurred Tuesday night and Thursday 
morning the Union appeared in a form 
lit tie larger than a letter sheet, and printed 
upon but two sides. 
But it was a very 
complete newspajier for all that, and the 
sheet looks as well to-day as many of the 
regular issues of pretentious papers. 
It 
was forced to adhere to the letter-sheet 
form and the two pages—two being left 
blank—but two days. 
After that it was a 
four-page letter-sheet paper for seven davs. 
It then appeared in nearly its original size 
for three weeks, when, December 15th, it 
resum edits old proportions. 
At that time 
type and other printing material were not 
so easily procurable as now ; indeed, the 
supply was very limited in the State. 


O u r dispatches this morning contain 
news of an important character concerning 
the Cronin case. 
Woodruff, the man who 
drove the wagon in which Cronin’s mutil­ 
ated remains were transferred to the spot 
where they were found by the police, is 
reported as having confessed fully. 
The 
confession of an accomplice is valueless 
unless it is supported by corroborative 
evidence. 
This may be. circumstantial or 
direct, and it must be of a character free 
from suspicion of collusion with anyone 
by the party confessing, to tell a story that 
will fit into previously known facts that 
have been made public. 
At this writing 
not enough of the confession has come to 
hand to justify expression of opinion that 
it positively fixes the murder upon any­ 
one. 
But enough is at hand to justify the 
belief that the truth will now be arrived 
at. 
It is significant that this man Wood­ 
ruff was a member of the Clan-na-Gael, 
and prior to that of the Fenian organiza­ 
tion, and that he was concerned in the 
Fenian raid upon Canada many years ago. 
It would seem, also, that Woodruff's state­ 
ment fixes the identity of the man M el­ 
ville and establishes that he and Maroney 
are one, and that he is one of the men 
under arrest in New York and whose pho­ 
tograph the landlady of the cottage where 
Cronin was murdered recognized as the 
portrait of the man who rented the build­ 
ing from her. 
The statement of Wood­ 
ruff certainly makes the case look darker 
for Alexander Sullivan. 
Later advices show that Woodruff is 
very contradictory in his statement, and 
that he has lied several times. 
But it is 
also true that his revelations have led to 
several important disclosures, and that 
much that is now known to be true has 
been developed under the statements of 
this involved witness.

to seize the islands and enforce payment- 
W e think the country can trust to the ad­ 
m inistration o f the President in this mat­ 
ter, and to repose confidence in him that 
he has not consented to any injustice be­ 
ing done to the islanders.

Cap­ 
tain Dalton took advice from the District 
Attorney, the Attorney-General, and other 
legal gentlem en on the subject, and was in­ 
formed that, although the men were not 
fishing in the river, proper, that the slongb 
is undoubtedly public water. The law pro­ 
hibits the use of set nets in the "waters of 
the State," and the fishermen claim that 
the aforesaid slough is not a part thereof; 
that it is within the bordcrsjof W ileoxon’s 
land, and that they pay a rental for the 
privilege of tisbiog therein. 
C aptain Dalton says tue slough opens 
into the river, and that he had no difficulty 
in sailing up its waters for several m iles in 
hi** launch. 
In the nets captured were 
vouug salmon, shad, perch anil one striped 
bass. 
Most o f the fishes wen- dead when 
the Del* were taken up. 
The Captain 
thinks the men were perhaps not inten­ 
tional law-breakers, but 'there is a great 
deal of that kind of work going on in pub­ 
lic waters and it roust be broken up.

LIBRARY REFORMS. 


S ta te L ib r a r ia n W a llis T e lls W h a t W a s 
D o n e a t S t. L o u is. 
A R e c o r d-U n io n reporter, in his rounds 
yesterday, met State Librarian W allis, who 
recently returned from his visit to the 
East, where he attended the Convention of 
State Librarians at St. Louis and afterward 
visited W ashington. Ua being asked if the 
objects of the gathering had been realized, 
aud if his visit was in all respects a success, 
Mr. W allis rep lied: 
"It was, in every respect. 
The resolu­ 
tions adopted by the Convention, in which 
twenty-eight States were represented,were 
carefully considered and drawn in such a 
manner as not to arouse opposition from 
any source. 
The Convention came to the 
conclusion that the am endm ents that I 
had suggested to be made to the copyright 
law were of vast importance, and that 
sooner or later Congress would act in the 
matter, but owing to the opposition that 
m ight be expected from the publishers it 
was thought best to let that matter rest 
until som e future tim e. 
The result is that 
our entire action meets with hearty ap­ 
proval of the executive and educational de­ 
partments of the several States and Terri­ 
tories, the publishers and booksellers of the 
United States, the National Bureau of Ed­ 
ucation, A. R. Spoiiord, Librarian of Con­ 
gress, who is an active member of our 
Association, and the Eastern press. 
" The American Library Association, in 
adm itting the Association of State Libra­ 
rians, did not receive them as a mere mat­ 
ter of form, but gave us their good will and 
assistance. 
Our action was indorsed by 
such m en as Justice W insor, Librarian of 
Harvard College and a leading writer of 
the d a y ; W . F. Pool, Librarian of N ew ­ 
berry Library, Chicago, and the author of 
Pool’s In d e x ; C. A . Cutter, Librarian of 
the Boston A th em eum ; F. M. Crunder, 
President of the A . L. A.; R. I!. Boker, 
publisher and editor, of New York ; C. A. 
Nelson, Librarian of Harvard Memorial 
Library, New Orleans; W. II. Fletcher, 
Librarian of Amherst College and editor of 
Pool’s Index ; C. C. Soule, of Boston, and 
T. L. Cole, of St. Louis. 
Letters have been 
received from the leading publishers, book 
sellers and men of prom inence in the 
United States, approving our action and 
promising to assist us in this reform. 
"The interest and supp ort o f such men is 
an evidence of the need ot an im provem ent 
in the 
present 
system , 
and a 
pledge 
that good results will be accomplished. 
Indiana, New Y'ork, Maine and Pennsyl­ 
vania have answered the appeal made by 
California, and within the last few m onths 
have remodeled their library laws. 
W m. 
F. Pool (of w hom your paper has often 
spoken), said: 
‘The members of the Asso­ 
ciation of Stale Librarians should be in 
high spirits over the success of their meet­ 
ing, and they should feel confident that 
this is the beginning of a revolution which 
will change the library system of the whole 
country.’ 
THE VISIT TO WASHINGTON. 
“ After tbe adjournment of the Conven­ 
tion at St. Louis, W. I. Fletcher, the Libra­ 
rian of Amherst College, and m yself met 
at W ashington and called on U. S. Senator 
H aw ley of Connecticut, Chairman o f tbs 
Committee on Public Printing. 
W e laid 
before him the necessary changes that 
should be made in the laws affecting libra­ 
ries. 
H e discussed tbe matter with frank­ 
ness. and said at the m eeting o f the next 
Congress he would ask that the Librarians 
of the Public and State Libraries be reques­ 
ted to appear before Congress and present 
their claim s, so that whatever National 
legislation was done it would be from a 
library standpoint. 
H e kindly visited the 
W hite H ouse and presented us to the Pres­ 
ident, with whom we spent a half hour 
very pleasantly, and departed before tbe 
regular calling time. 
“Through the courtesy of Mr. H aw lev 
we had an opportunity of exam ining the 
original manuscripts, letters, journals and 
diaries o f the early Presidents and those 
persons prom inently connected with the 
revolutionary tim es of this country. 
He 
also presented us to Mr. Palm er, the lately 
appointed Public Printer, w ho promised to 
do everything he could for us, and showed 
us through the largest printing office in 
the world. 
W e visited the other depart­ 
ments at \V ashington, where we were 
nicely entertained. 
I also bad the pleas­ 
ure of visiting Justice Stephen J. Field at 
his house, where I snent the afternoon 
talking over early California history. 
H e 
was very m uch interested in the action of 
ihe Convention, and promised to assist the 
m ovement in every way he could at the 
next m eeting o f Congress. 
"Our President, 
Melvil Dewey, State 
Librarian of New York, has the energy, 
will power and experience that is needed 
in a reform of this kind. 
The Secretary, 
John P. Dunn. Jr., Librarian of Indiana, is 
the right man in the right place. 
H e is an 
author and journalist of considerable note, 
and his influence will be felt before many 
m onths roll by. 
W. H . H. Tavlor, the 
Vice-President of the Association, is State 
Librarian of M innesota, and W illiam Egle, 
member of the Executive Committee and 
State Librarian o f Pennsylvania, are ener­ 
getic and iniluential men. 
At the Con­ 
vention of State Librarians there was a 
resolution passed unanim ously thanking 
the Sacramento D a il y R e c o b d - I ' n io n . A. 
0. Freeman. A. G. Booth and I. S. Belcher, 
Trustees of tbe California State Library! 
and the members of the Legislature of 1887 
for tbe interest which they have taken in 
the needed reform, and the support they 
have given their State Librarian." 


CONCERNING SLICKENS. 


H o w T w o H y d r a u lic M in in g C o m p a n ie s 
H a n d le tin* S tu ff. 
The Com m ission composed of Majors W. 
H . H . Benyauad, W . H . Huer and T. H. 
Hanbnry, appointed by Congress to make 
inquiries into tbe subject of hydraulic 
m ining, has during the past two weeks 
been exam ining tbe hydraulic m ines in 
Klam ath. Trinity. Siskiyou, Modoc. Ne­ 
vada and Sierra counties. 
Referring to 
the result of their investigations, the Call 
of yesterday says the Commission found a 
large num ber of m ines in operation, but as 
worked they do not interfere with naviga­ 
tion or give trouble to agriculturists. 
H y­ 
draulic m ining in the central eastern por­ 
tion of the State lias almost ceased. 
A ft w 
large m ines have so contrived to dispose of 
their tailiDgs that they have been allowed 
to continue unm olested. 
Back in the in­ 
terior of the m ountains mam- sm all m ines 
are being conducted and are doing their 
share toward filling up the valleys. “ 
One o f tbe largest hydraulic m ines is the 
North 
Bloomfield, In 
Nevada county. 
H aving been prevented from disposing of 
itsdebris in the usual manner, the company 
was forced to adopt som e less objectionable 
mode or abandon its works. The plan now 
pursued is as follows : 
A stream of water 
under an enorm ous pressure is forced up­ 
ward through ail 18-inch pipe about ninety 
feet high. 
From the upper end the water 
is received into a flume, which carries the 
water to an im m ense settling basin, about 
200 feet deep and twenty acres in area. 
This is formed by dam m ing a canyon in the 
vicinity of the m ine. A ll the bowlders, 
debris, gravel, etc., that are torn down by 
tbs monitors are washed to tbe foot o f the 
pipe before mentioned, and, by the force of 
the water, carried upward into tbe flume 
and by this into the settling basin. 
The 
outlet of this basin is at som e distance 
from tbe inlet and as there is no noticeable 
current the sedim ent is m ostly precipitated 
and when the water leaves the im pounding 
basin it i» comparatively free from slick- 
ens. 
Of course, all the heavier portions that 
were held in solution have seitied. 
Tne 
Commissioners exam ined the water leaving 
this basin, and found that it contained one- 
eighth of 1 per cent, o f sediment. 
W hat 
ultim ately becomes of this one-eighth of 1 
per cent, of debris that i» carried into the 
valley is noi known. 
It is not the heavier 
portions o f the tailings that have done the 
damage heretofore, for they seldom reach 
the loot of tiie mountains. * It is the tine, 
impalpable dust-like panicles that are car­ 
ried on down the rivers and into the bav, 
that have been the cause of ihe anti-debris 
agitation. 
The solid material carried out 
qi the settling basin c l'tb e North B loom ­ 
field m ine will in a year am ount to over 
5'Jtt 000 cubic yards. 
Tbe system adopted bv tbe Spring Val­ 
ley m ine in the Cherokee District, Hutte 
county, seems to be open to no objections. 
A canal nineteen m iles long has been con­ 
structed front the m ine to tiie waste tule 
lands in the Sacramento valley. By means 
of tnis ditch all tbe debris from tbe m in éis 
carried to the marshes and assists in form­ 
ing valuable lands. 
It has heen found that 
slu kens makes a good foundation fora pro­ 
ductive soil. 
In tbe Klamath region the 
Commission saw alfalfa growing luxuri­ 
antly on twenty feet of debris. 
The tail­ 
ings had been treaied with a m ixture of 
soil and fertilizers, and tbe result wa» satis­ 
factory. 
In the ease of ihe Spring Valley 
m ine, none of the debris whatever reaches 
tbe river, or can in any way become detri­ 
mental to any other interest. 


A H eautiful M irage, 
i Woodland Mail. June 16th.) 
On Saturday afternoon a gentlem an who 
was com ing frc-m the Hennagin ranch 


saw, so he says, a wonderful and beautiful 
mirage on the hot, alkali plains east of 
town. 
The Sacramento river seemed to be 
running through the clouds, and a steamer 
and a barge appeared to be floating through 
the atmosphere. 
The mirage lasted but a 
few m inutes at a tim e, and once he could 
see the State Capitol and a portionY>f Sac­ 
ramento reflected in the skv. 
The mirage 
was not always perfect, ais fleecy clouds 
dotted tbe heavens. 
On warm summer 
days mirage is always visiblein the locality 
nam ed, aud a vehicle passing at a distance 
of two or three m iles appears to be floating 
in tbe air; but the mirage o f Saturday 
seems to have outdone all previous efforts.

A C u r io u s L e t t e r tirin g C ir c u la te d A m o n g 
W h o le s a le M er c h a n ts, 
T here is considerable com :,ent in busi­ 
ness circles over the circulation am ong the 
banks and w holesale houses of copies of a 
letter p urporting to have been w ritten by 
th e firm o f M ebius & Co. to E. U chtm an, a 
com m ission m erchant in New Y ork, in re­ 
gard to a large ship m en t of hops m ade 
through the form er to th e latter house for 
H . W iltenbrock, th e 
w ell-know n hop- 
grow er. 
It is said th a t th e press copy of 
th e letter was surreptitiously extracted 
from th e press copy-book of th e firm of 
M ebius & Co., but by w hom is not know n. 
It is being circulated to show th e m an n er 
in w hich business is done by th at firm . 
Mr. W ittenbrock was asked about the 
m atter, and said th at about tw o years ago 
be w ent to M ebius & Co. to get som e sten­ 
cils to m ark a lot of hops for ship m en t to 
New Y ork. 
T h at the firm urged him to 
ship through them , stating th at they could 
get better transportation rates, and th at 
they w ould not charge h im any com m is­ 
sion. 
T h at th e only com m ission he w ould 
have to pay w ould be th at charged by the 
New Y ork house, w hich w ould be one per 
cent, ou sales at less th an tw enty cents per 
pound and five tier cent, on all sales over 
tw enty cents. W ith th is understanding he 
shipped th e hops through M ebius & Co. 
T he letter referred to is alleged to have 
been w ritten a t th e tim e th e hops were 
shipped, and in it U chtm an is told th a t 
the firm w ishes him to so arrange th at it 
will receive at least one cent per pound out 
ol the sale, b ut th a t W ittenbrock is not to 
know it. 
It also refers to shipm ents of 
hops by J. E . Cam p and P . J , Crow ley on 
their ow n hook, and asks th e New Y ork 
house to “ cinch ” th e form er, referring to 
th e latter in very uncom plim entary term s. 
M r. W ittenbrock says th a t th e account 
is still unsettled, as he dem ands th e full 
retu rn s and interest thereon. 
H e proposes 
to com m ence an action for an accounting 
w ithin th e n ext few days.

A claim for tra v e l­ 
in g expenses, u n d e r said Act, a m o u n tin g to 151, 
re a ch e d th is office on th e 31st day o f M ay last. 
As you a re aw are, th e re h a s been" no little eon 
tro v ersy raised o v er th e m a tte r o f th e leg ality 
of th e ap p ro p riatio n , an d , a lte r a v ery carefu l 
co n sid eratio n o f th e m a t'c r, I am in d o u b t as to 
m y d u ty ab o u t d raw in g th e w a rra n t, a n d deem 
it a d v isab le th a t th e S uprem e C ourt sh o u ld con­ 
stru e th e law a n d d ire c t m e in m y a c tio n . 
T he State C ontroller is likew ise in doubt 
regarding the force of th e Act appropriat 
ing m oney for th e purchase of certain Yo- 
sem ite roads, an d w rites to Sam uel M iller, 
agent of the Y osem ite Stage Com pany, that 
he prefers not to issue a w a rran t’there- 
under u n til th e S uprem e Court passes upon 
th e m atter.

CHILD AND STATE. 


A il I n s t itu t io n W lio s e O b jec t I s to S a v e 
E r r in g C h ild r e n . 
In th e absence of R ev. C. P. M assey, w ho 
was at O akland, yesterday the U nitarian 
pulpit was filled by D avid H eap, S uperin­ 
tendent of the Boys’ an d G irls’ A id Society, 
of San Francisco. T h e gentlem an preached 
an interesting serm on, and at its conclusion 
spoke of the in stitu tio n w ith w hich he is 
connected. 
T he B oys’ and G irls' A id Society is a n o n ­ 
local organization. 
A lth o u g h it is situated 
in San Francisco, its field is the w hole of 
C alifornia. It takes poor, helpless children 
from ail parts o f th e State, free of charge, 
feeds anti clothes them and finds them de­ 
sirable hom es in private fam ilies. Its great 
feature is in tak in g youthful offenders 
against the law and striving to reclaim 
them from th eir evil ways, going on the 
principle th at it is better for th e State to 
save children th an to support crim inals. 
T be Society has a fine, large H om e in 
San Francisco, but it is no t endow ed and 
depends entirely upon th e contributions of 
th e public for its ru n n in g expenses. 
An 
effort is now being m ade to secure 2,000 
subscribers w ho w ill pay $5 per year each 
tow ard th e support of 
tb e institu tio n . 
Surely th e object is a m ost w orthy one 
and appeals to the hearts of all benevolent 
people. 
T he officers claim th a t a special grant 
should be m ade th e society by th e State. 
Large sum s are th u s bestow ed upon the 
orphan asylum s, and this society gets stated 
sum s in support from th e S tate—only a 
sm all proportion, how ever, ol w hat it w ould 
get did it keep its inm ates at tb e H om e 
p erm anently. 
T h at, how ever, w ould be in 
direct opposition to its m ost im portant 
feature— th e placing of the children in good 
private hom es. 
T his m atter is m anaged w ith great care. 
A full investigation is m ade before an in ­ 
m ate is locaied in an y fam ily, to find that 
the children get desirable hom es. 
N or does 
th e surveillance 0/ the society end there. 
It keeps a careful w atch over th e child 
u n til the age of eighteen is reached. 
T he society is entirely non-sectarian and 
appeals to the generosity and p hilanthropic 
in stincts o f citizens of every faith and 
creed.
